| Although no reason was given 
yesterday for Mr. Chang's seizure, ? 
‘it is believed that the “arrest” was/ 
prompted by the “go-slow” strike 
declared by Chinese Customs last 
week-end as a protest against at- 
tempts of the “Reformed Govern- 
ment” to assume control over the 
Customs here. 

Mr. Chang was working at his 
desk in the third floor office of the 
Custom House yesterday when four 
Japanese in plainclothes came be- 
hind the counter and asked to see 
nim. He was told to follow the 
party of Japanese. His question as 
lo the reason of his “arrest” met 
with silence. 

Believing his captors to be 
armed, Mr. Chang did not put up 
any struggle. He followed the 
Japanese party into the corridor 
where they met Mr. L. H. Lawford, 
Customs Commissioner and Mr.

Following the arrest of a revenui 
guard in the Customs examinatio!

According to eye-witnesses, th 
revenue guard, No. 98, Yang Wen 
lung, was dragged into a mili 
car by plainclothes Japanese and, 
taken to Hongkew at about 11 a.m. 

No news of his where- 
abouts was known up to iast 
evening. 

The Chinese was reported to be in 
uniform and working in the Customs 
shed when a Japanese plainclothes 
man ordered him, at the point of a 
pistol, to follow him to @ car. Seeing 
the Chinese undaunted, two other 
Japanese came up and started to 
push him to the Bund. The efforts 
of the trio were not successful until 
two additional Japanese came t2 
their help. He was finally placed 
in a Japanese military car and taken 
to Hongkew. 

The abduction of the Chinese was 
generally believed to be connected 
with the strong opposition raised by 
the Chinese members of the Customs 
staff to the reported transfer of the 
administration to the “Reformed 
Government.” A meeting. attended 
by the majority of revenue guard: 
and other Chinese members of the 
indoor and outdoor staff, was called 
on Saturday morning. causing the 
Customs routine to be at a standstill 
tor several hours. 

On the advice of several lugh 
Cu.toms officials, the men returned 
to their posts. Many members of 
tie indoor staff had to work as late 
as 6 p.m. in order to catch up 
with the delay. Another meeting 
was held on Sunday morning, when 
the members decided to await in- 
structions from the Chinese authori- 
tes at Hankow. }

Commencing from April 19 all boats arriving at Shanghai

On reaching 
the corner of yates Road and Avenue Foch, Mr. Zung continued 
On his way southward to the French Concession while Mr. van 
turned east into Avenue roch to reach his home, and has not 
been seen since. 

At 6 pem., the same day, Yebruary 19, a female servant 
of house 81, roong xui Lee, Rue de la rorte de l'Ouest, next 
door to ar. Van's home, received a telephone message from 
Mr. Van asking her to inform his wife that he would not be 
back for supper, nor would he be back that night, which 
message was passed to Mrs. Van. There being no tele phone 
in his relative‘'s house, ar.

On Fevruary 21, at about 12 noon, a male Chinese, aged 
about 20, wearing a blue cloth longgown and having the 
appearance of a servant, visited the Van household at 8&3

A Chinese named Yang Li Tseng UAL), residing at 
Roon 443, Zung Cho Hote1 ( 44°44), No. 159 Chekiang Road, as a 
result of the investigation by the Japanese Gendarmerie, was 
revealed to be a member of a Chinese Special Corps which was 
organised in Pootung. A witness named Han Yeh Tseh FR A‘f 
aged 33, proprietor of a pork shop, native of Suchow (wd9f ), 
Anhwei, residing at No. 45 Zien Loong Tsoong Jau Her FAR, Toong 
Kew, Pootung, when he was quest‘oned on February 20, 1938, stated 
that Yang Li Tseng returned to his mother's home in company with 
his two comrades, one of them known as a certain Ghen ck ), about 
November, last year, and conferred with them regarding the Special 
Corps. He further stated that Yang secretly conférred with the 
aforementioned comrades on February 7, this year at the mother's 
home. According to the information, it was revealed that Yang, 
after requesting the members of his family to conceal his pixtol 
of small calibre, left forthe Settlement with the intention of 
creating disturbances in the Japanese controlled area. Should his 
intention be cerried out, it would greatly affect the welfare of 
the Japanese army, therefore it is requested that Yang b~ handed 
over to the Japanese Sendarmerie for enquiries.

Bank of China Apartments - Present Situation 
Lane 92 Houses 1 to 9, House 94 and No.96 


Jessfield Road form one large piece of ground, the 
property of the Bank of China. Before the outbreak 
of hostilities, the houses in Lane 92 and House 94 
were occupied by senior officials of the sank of China 
while No.96 consisting of blocks of apartments were 
occupied by staff members of the Bank. 

On January 13th, 1938 No.94 Jessfield Road was 
taken over by the Japanese Military Police and occupied 
by them with effect from January 18th. About half a 
month later the same organ occupied the houses in Lane 
Wo.92. Shortly after this the Japanese Military 
attempted to occupy the Staff Quarters forming No.96 
Jessfield Road but as a result of negotiations carried 
out by the Bank officials direct with the Japanese 
Wilitary, the latter contented themselves with placing 
@ board at the entrance to the premises stating that 
the property was under the jurisdiction of the 
Japanese Forces and allowed the Bank employses to 
remain in occupation. 

With reference to the exact location ef the 
premises with regard te the Municipal Roedé on whieh 
4% ie situated the following facts have been eucertained: 

The premices in question (Ho.96 Jessfielé Reet) 
heve a main gate as well as a side gate, beth opening on 
te Jeeefielé Reet, wut ne ether side er rear Geere exist.

the Shanghai Municipal Council records this place 
as the Centro Terrace, Jessfield Road.

This house as will be seen by the attached 
sketch, is situated on the East side of Jessfield 
Road, about fifteen yards North of Kinnear Road. 
In the past, the Municipal Police have 
never functioned in the compound which has always 
been guarded by armed watchmen posted by the sank. 
However by the terms of the Secretary 
General's memorandum to the Commissioner of Pclice 
and Municipal Advocate, dated April 12th, 19356, 
wherein he states that the Shanghai Municipal 
Police should continue to function on Extra- 
Settlement roads and property abutting thereon, 
it appears that the latter have every right to :

wine end had become intoxicated. Moreover, he is my old 
client. We used to enjoy ourselves together in the Sun 
Sun Hotel and the Great EZastern Hotel in ordinary cimes. 
Yesterday morning, whil«t I was sound asleep, I was 
awakened by sounds of heavy footsteps and noticed several 
Japanese holding pistols in front of our bed 
and ordering us to get up. I beceme frightened and at 
once roueed ry companion. We were then foroed to get up 
from the bed end before we could put on our dre¢eces 
properly we were forced downstairs and told to enter a 
motor car and we were then driven towards Nanking Road, 
thence over the Garden bridge. Shortly afterwards, ‘re 
passed another bridge. The car was being driven at full 
speed end we were closely watched by the Japanese with 
pistols. After about ten minutes, the car stopped. So 
far as I can recollect, the route we took was from Seward 
Road to Dixwell Road via Seward Roed Bridge. Throughout 
the whole journey, not s single Chinese was seen on the 
streets. The car etopped in front of a lerge foreizsn 
style building, et the entrance of which stood two Jepanese 
soldiers on guard. The building was surrounded by walls 
painted white. On entering, I neticed a tablet on which 
were printed two charecters:'Vung' (meaning ‘soul') and 
"Dien (meaning ‘field'). 

“Preeently I realised that two other persons 
hed been Srrested by the Japanese. Both of them appeared 
to be about 40 years of age and one of them wore a 
moustache. I wae taken inte a room on the ground floor 
end wes kept wway from the others. 

"During the interrogation, I was confronted 
with several Japanese soldiers who all pointed their 
pistols at my breast. I was first told by a Chinese, who 
acted as interpreter during the interrogation, that I 
should tell the truth. I nodded. I then told them that 
I em a girl guide. Upon learting of this, the Japanese 
officers appeared to be surprised. Later I wee asked 
my age, nativity and address, after which I was taken 
out by the Jepanese soldiers and led to another room.
